Speakers of world-wide reputation in the 
fields of education, arts and letters and philo- 
sophy stressed the responsibilities of their 
groups not only in the present crisis, but in 
the postwar period if enduring world peace 
is to become a reality and not a vision, 

Dr. Howard Shapley, director of the Har- 
vard College Observatory, expressed the 
hope that education would be brought on 
a higher level. International centres of 
learning, he declared, would do much tp 
bring about permanent peace, - 


TWO PROVOCATIVE PAPERS 
Two PROVOCATIVE papers on “Educa- 
tion for Enduring Peace,” by Dean Gray- 
son N, Kefauver of the School of Education, 
Stanford University, and William Heard Kil- 
patrick, Professor Emeritus of Education, 
Teachers. College, Columbia University, 
evoked warm discussion. Dean Kefauver 
proposed the establishment of an inter- 
national education organization, patterned 
somewhat along the lines of the Inter- 
national I abor Office, with representatives 
of all nations co-operating in its delibera- 
tions. The international education organiza- 
tion, Dr. Kefauver said, should be the suc- 
cessor of a temporary international educa- 
tion commission to be organized imme- 
diately after the war. 

He suggested that the permanent or- 
ganization “provide leadership in getting 
educational institutions to emphasize prob- 
lems and materials which relate to the life 
and culture of different countries, interde- 
pendence of nations and citizenship in the 
world community; problems 
adjustment and--reconstruction, 
cratic theory and practice.” 

Dr. Kilpatrick warned that no outside 
authority should try to direct reconstruction 
of the school system of Axis coiintriés after 
their defeat. He said education for recon- 
struction could go forward within any con- 
quered country only as the new leaders 
of that country, the dominant new outlook 
of the country and its national school pro- 
fession together brought forth and ap- 
proved a school program 

Dr. Kilpatrick also outlined suggestions 
for an international educational council as 
well as a joint commission of European re- 
fugee educators to be organized now to 
study the problem of the needed reorgani 
zation of all the central European 
systems. 


TEACHER TRAINING 

AMES Marshall, former member of the 

Board of Education, suggested in the dis- 
cussion that the international educational 
organization should trade atiministrators 
for the school systems of various countries 
and should establish model training schools 
for teachers in different parts of the world. 

He declared that leadership for German 
education could be expected from the young 
people now in Germany, “many of them in 
concentration camps.” He, too, Warned” 
against “attempts to impose our will on the 
Germans after the war,” and added that if 
we did this “we will catise such animosity 
that we -will defeat our own purpose.” 

Dr, Justin W. Nixon, Professor of Theo- 
logy, . Colgate-Rochester Divinity School, 
Rochester, N.Y., suggested that the - inter- 
national educational organization be as de- 
tached from government as possible. 

Dr. Reinhold Schairer, director of re 
search, -United-States-Committee-on-Educa-{ 
tional Reconstruction, in commenting on a 
Suggestion that all Nazi--teachers in Ger. 
many be removed after the.war, pointed out 
that. about 20. per cent of the teachers in 
Germany were active members of the Nazi 
party. To this Dean Kefauver replied: “We 
ought to remove all prominent Nazis, but 
we can’t remove all the teachers. We must,
